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REMARKS 

Claims 1-15 are pending in this application. Claims 12-14 stand withdrawn. By this 
Amendment, claims 1-12 are amended, and claim 15 is added. No new matter is added. 

Claims 1-4 1 and 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) over U.S. Patent No. 
5,566,448 to Bhatt et al. ("Bhatt"). Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) over 
Bhatt in view of U.S. Patent No. 5,384,691 to Neugebauer, deceased et al. ("Neugebauer"). 
Finally, claims 10 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) over Bhatt in view of U.S. 
Patent No. 5,679,493 to Kai. These rejections are respectfully traversed. 

Claim 1, as amended, now recites "a transfer chip that has a first pad electrode that has 
a first part positioned at a highest level within the first pad electrode from a bottom of the 
transfer chip and a second electrode that has a second part positioned at a highest level within 
the second electrode from the bottom of the transfer chip. 1 ' Claim 1 further recites that the 
thickness of the transfer chip at the first part is greater than at the second part. Finally, claim 
1, as amended, recites "joining the transfer chip with a member such that the first pad 
electrode and the second pad electrode contact the member." 

The applied references do not disclose or suggest these features. Accordingly, 
withdrawal of the rejection of claim 1, and claims 2-11 depending therefrom, is respectfully 
requested. 

Claim 15 depends from claim 1. Thus, claim 15 is in condition for allowance based 
on its dependence from claim 1, as well as for the separately patentable subject matter it 
recites. Accordingly, claims 15 is in condition for allowance. 



Please note that the Office Action contains a typographical error and indicates that 
claims 1-3 are rejected over Bhatt. 
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Applicants also respectfully request that claims 12-14 be rejoined. Claims 12-14 
depend from claim 1 . Because claim 1 is in condition for allowance, as discussed above, 
rejoinder of these dependent claims is respectfully requested. 

In view of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that this application is in 
condition for allowance. Favorable reconsideration and prompt allowance of the claims are 
earnestly solicited.
